ANOTHER week, another defeat. 
Blah blah blah. 

It would be so easy to dwell on the 
negatives and dedicate a large por¬ 
tion of this column to the rights and 
wrongs of Nigel Adkins and his tac¬ 
tics/team selections. 

But just where will it get us? 

The news that the board has, for 
now at least, given its full backing 
to Adkins gives us all some breath¬ 
ing space to look at this season with 
a calmer head. 

Moving on from the Adkins man¬ 
agerial carousel, just after the dis¬ 
mal defeat against West Brom, I 
was asked the other day “Just why 
do you bother with Saints?” 

It was asked, rather unsurprising¬ 
ly, by a friend who supports one of 
the so called bigger teams and had, 
even more unsurprisingly, never 
been anywhere near a live game in 
five years. 

So just why do we bother with 
Saints? 

What keeps us coming back for 
more pain? 

For that matter, what draws us to 
supporting our local club rather the 
likes of Manchester United, 
Manchester City, Arsenal or any of 
the other big clubs? 

For me, the path to Southampton 
was fraught with all sorts of perils. 

Like most kids I flirted briefly 
with other teams but it took a while 
before I was entranced by the 
charms of my local club. 

My first game was at Upton Park 
watching West Ham. 

My father worked for an outside 
broadcast unit and I spent my day 
hanging around there and in the 
camera pit right by the pitch watch¬ 
ing the game. 

If anything would have made me a 
West Ham fan, it would have been 
that. 

But it wasn’t until my late mother 
took me to watch an evening game 
at The Dell that I GOT it. 

It was freezing, I was crowded and 
we lost... and I loved it. 

There was something magical 
about The Dell, something that to 
this day I just can’t put my finger 
on. 

It just had “it.” 

Nothing beat The Dell, 15,000 
fiercely vocal fans, a wall of noise 
that made the place something spe¬ 
cial. 

There’s a whole generation who 
got into Saints through The Dell, it 
was just magical. 

I watched the Saints with my 
mum and my brother, it was a fam¬ 
ily thing. 

At that time my brother was fly¬ 
ing over from Holland, Spain, 
Portugal for the games. 

It meant something to all of us... 

It still does mean something but 
the puffed up, corporate, “you 
mustn’t stand, you mustn’t do this, 
you mustn’t do that” experience 
that modern football is, will proba¬ 
bly put a whole slew of people off 
the game. 

The whole commercialisation and 
mass marketing of the game just 
pushes football further and further 
away from the common 
man/woman. 

It’s hard to associate with foot¬ 
ballers now. 

The line between FIFA 2013 and 
the live game seems to have blurred 
so a whole generation of football 
fans seem to think managing a club 
in an online video game gives them 


some sort of knowledge of the game. 

On numerous online football con¬ 
versations, I’ve actually been told 
that a player is worth Saints having 
a look at as he’s “Good on 
Championship Manager”. 

If you think about it, that is 
absolutely ridiculous. 

Get out of your house and watch a 
bloody game! 

I’ve yet to hear anyone actually 


come up with a plan as to who to 
replace Nigel Adkins with, or why 
they would be a good choice. 

It would be need to done as things 
are not working at the moment, 
apparently. 

But winning football games isn’t 
down to maths or formulae, it’s far 
more organic than that. 

Take Chelsea as an example. 

A club that has had some of the 


biggest names in football manage¬ 
ment failed to win their Holy Grail, 
the Champions League, for a long 
time. 

It took the man who wasn’t good 
enough for West Brom to do that - 
proof positive that none of us 
know the slightest thing about 
football. 

Why do I support Saints? 

It’s in my blood, I can no more 


stop supporting Saints as I can stop 
breathing. 

My mother supported Saints 
through thick and thin, and so will 
I. 

Why do I back Nigel Adkins? 

Two of my best years of watching 
Southampton FC, and two years of 
the best football to boot. 

Southampton Football Club ... it’s 
the hope that kills you.

THE group stages of the Champions 
League have now moved past the 
halfway point. 

Three clubs - Porto, Malaga and 
Manchester United - have the luxury of 
knowing qualification is secured with 
two games to spare before the knockout 
stages.

Chelsea, Arsenal and Celtic are all still 
battling away for a top-two finish.

Celtic have now given 
themselves a great chance 
of progressing past the 
group stages for the first time 
since 2007/08. 

If they can beat Benfica, their 
matchday five opponents, 
at the Estadio da Luz and 
Barcelona win or draw at 
Spartak Moscow then both 
Benfica and Spartak will 
be eliminated. 

This would be a huge 
boost for Scottish football which has, to 
use Rod Stewart’s own words, been a 
heartache, nothing but a heartache. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday nights, I 
have been doing duty on South African 
television covering all of the Champions 
League matches. 

When commenting on Manchester

ARSENAL squandered a 2-0 lead 
for the second time in five days 
and missed an injury-time penalty 
as Fulham claimed a 3-3 draw at 
the Emirates. 

The Gunners, who were held by 
Schalke in Gelsenkirchen in the 
Champions League on Tuesday 
night after opening up a two-goal 
cushion, went ahead through 
Olivier Giroud's header from a 
Theo Walcott corner and doubled 
their advantage when Lukas 
Podolski swept home Mikel 
Arteta’s centre. 

But Fulham pulled one back 
after 29 minutes as an unmarked 
Dimitar Berbatov nodded in 
Bryan Ruiz's corner from inside 
the six-yard box and they 
equalised when Berbatov's cross 
from the right was headed in by 
substitute Alex Kacaniklic.

MICHAEL Appleton’s defection to 
Blackpool is yet another kick in the 
teeth for Portsmouth.

Carroll is 
in demand 
once more 

EX-SAINTS boss Alan Pardew 
has admitted he would still like to 
re-sign England striker Andy 
Carroll for Newcastle. 

The Magpies launched an auda¬ 
cious cut-price bid to recapture 
the 23-year-old, who they sold to 
Liverpool for £35m in January 
2011, when it became obvious he 
had little future at Anfield under 
new manager Brendan Rodgers 
this summer. 

However, the Merseysiders 
opted instead to loan the player 
to West Ham, with whom he was 
due to return to St James’ Park 
this Sunday. 

But, as he prepared to welcome 
the 6’3” striker and midfielder 
Kevin Nolan back to Tyneside, 
Pardew revealed he had not 
given up hope of clinching a per¬ 
manent deal for the former. 

“He’s a Liverpool player and not 
wanted so at some point he’s 
going to move permanently. 

“I’d like to think we’ll be in the 
mix for that,” said Pardew. 

Indeed, Pardew revealed he 
would happily take both men 
back if the financial side was 
right.

He said: “Big Andy hopefully 
one day will want to come back 
and certainly I’d like to have 
them both in my squad now 
because we would be stronger 
for it. But obviously finances 
restrict me from doing that.” 

Pardew had earlier admitted 
Carroll’s “astronomical” fee had 
paved the way for the club’s 
recent success. 

There was fury in the city when, 
despite the manager’s repeated 
assertions to the contrary, Carroll 
was allowed to swap the north 
east for Anfield. 

The powerful frontman is cur¬ 
rently attempting to rebuild his 
reputation under former 
Newcastle manager Sam 
Allardyce, but Pardew believes 
the proceeds of the initial switch 
were central to what has been 
achieved since. 

He said: “The position we are 
in, if I’m honest, is because we 
used the money from Andy’s sale 
well. 

“He was a brilliant player for us, 
but the fee was astronomical. We 
have used it well and we owe a 
great debt to him. 

The likes of Yohan Cabaye, 
Demba Ba and Papiss Cisse have 
been recruited since Carroll and 
30-year-old Nolan left the club 
and while Pardew is well aware 
of the pair’s individual talents, he 
has no complaints over his lot 
after guiding the club to a fifth- 
placed finish in the Barclays 
Premier League last season and 
back into Europe.

ROBERTO Di Matteo has 
attempted to defuse the tension 
between Chelsea and Liverpool 
over the behaviour of their sup¬ 
porters ahead of their Sunday 
clash (4pm).

But a 
new low was reached in a fixture 
between Chelsea and Tottenham 
on the 23rd anniversary of the 
Hillsborough disaster.

“We obviously don’t want to 
hear any bad language, because 
there are a lot of families with 
children in the stadium, but it’s 
not too bad.” 

Chelsea fans have arguably 
been too busy trying to catch 
their breath to focus too much 
on winding up the opposition this 
season. 

Wednesday’s Champions 
League win over Shakhtar 
Donetsk was the latest roller¬ 
coaster ride at Stamford Bridge, 
which has witnessed a crazy 43 
goals in nine matches. 

Di Matteo said: “I believe in 
something, and I want to contin¬ 
ue to go that way. I think the 
players believe in it, which is the 
most important factor. Hopefully, 
the future will be that Chelsea 
continue to play in this style.” 

Even if it means shipping 14 
goals in just six matches? 

“There’s a compromise you 
have to make, but I’m 100 per 
cent sure we’ll improve that part 
of the game as well,” Di Matteo 
said. 

“Personnel also helps, but also 
the players playing regularly with 
each other, game after game, 
and the work we do will improve 
that.” 

As will the return of John Terry. 

“His experience is very impor¬ 
tant,” Di Matteo said, “We maybe 
lacked a bit of experience on 
Wednesday without Ashley 
(Cole), Lamps (Frank Lampard) 
and JT.”

SAINTS will be hoping to 
recreate the spirit of 
February 1985 when they 
travel to Loftus Road next 
weekend for what already 
looks like a crunch 
encounter with QPR. 

Saints have a fairly good record 
at the west London ground, hav¬ 
ing won there under George 
Burley in both 2006/07 and 
2007/08. 

The club’s biggest league win at 
the ground, however, was under 
Lawrie McMenemy 27 years ago. 

At the time Rangers played on 
a plastic pitch, as they had done 
since the summer of 1981 when 
they created history by becom¬ 
ing the first Football League club 
to install an artificial surface. 

They certainly weren’t the last, 
though, with Luton Town, 
Oldham Athletic and Preston 
North End all following them. 

Back in 1984/85 Saints powered 
to a 4-0 victory - their first win 
on the plastic at Loftus Road. 

Saints had played on the 
Astroturf three times previous¬ 
ly, and had lost 4-0 twice! Indeed, 
they had never scored a goal on 
it prior to the 4-0 victory of their 
own. 

In 1983/84 Saints were well 
beaten in a First Division 
encounter, while the February 
1985 game was the club’s third 
trip to the ground that season. 

Having initially drawn a 
League Cup tie 0-0 at Loftus 
Road, the teams drew the replay 
1-1 at The Dell. 

Nowadays, you don’t even get 
replays in the Capital One Cup. 

Back then, however, the ties 
went on and on. 

Rangers won the toss of a coin 
for the right to stage a second 
replay, and this time they caned 
Saints 4-0 again. 



It was a different 
story when the 
teams met again at 
Loftus Road in 
February. 

Joe Jordan put Saints ahead in 
the first half and David 
Armstrong doubled the lead 
shortly after half-time. 

Danny Wallace sprinted 
clear of the defence to lift 
his shot over keeper 
Peter Hucker, and Steve 
Moran completed the 
rout on 69 minutes. 

That is not the only time that 
Saints have powered to a four- 
goal league win at Loftus Road. 

In October 1989, Chris Nicholl 
gave Jason Dodd his Saints 
league debut and was rewarded 
in style as the ex-Bath City 
youngster played his part in a 4- 
1 victory. 

Rod Wallace scored the first 
and last goals, with Matt Le 
Tissier (penalty) and Alan 
Shearer on target in between. 

Fast forward to 2007 and Saints 
won twice at Rangers in one 
year. 

In January 2007 they secured a 
2-0 victory with two late goals 
from Grzegorz Rasiak and 
Bradley Wright-Phillips, and 
won 3-0 when they returned in 
August 2007 - Rasiak (2) and 
Wright-Phillips again doing the 
damage. 

Saints’ last visit to Rangers did¬ 
n’t have such a happy ending. 

Handed his league debut at 
Loftus Road in September 2008, 
in the same way Dodd was 19 
years earlier, Oily Lancashire 
was shown the red card after 
only half an hour. 

Saints had fallen behind in the 
first minute to a goal from one of 
their former strikers, Dexter 
Blackstock, who later added a 
second in a 4-1 victory.

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NIGEL Adkins woke up last Tuesday 
morning Celebrating’ six years as a 
professional football manager. 

It was back on November 6,2006 that he was 
promoted from Scunthorpe United’s physio¬ 
therapist to Brian Laws’ successor. 

During those six years, Adkins had never 
been sacked. 

Many Saints fans, also waking up last 
Tuesday with the previous night’s defeat at 
West Bromwich Albion fresh in their minds, 
thought that could change pretty quickly. 

Following showdown talks with chairman 
Nicola Cortese, though, Adkins wouldn’t 
always remember, remember the sixth of 
November as the day his Premier League 
dream ended with the boot. 

That was because the day came and went 
with much speculation - including a bizarre 
story that bookies Victor Chandler had him 
second favourite to replace Ian Holloway as 
Blackpool’s manager - with Adkins still in a 
job at St Mary’s. 

There was also talk that Saints could issue a 
statement on Wednesday backing Adkins. 

That never came, with Cortese’s silence on 
the matter of his manager continuing. 

He has not uttered a single word all season 
with regards to Adkins and his future, and I 
don’t expect that to change just yet. 

Too speedily 

Let’s turn the clocks back to late August 
2010 and Cortese acted speedily to sack Alan 
Pardew and his backroom staff, the day after 
a 4-0 win at Bristol Rovers. 

Possibly too speedily, as he didn’t have any¬ 
one lined up to take over on a permanent 
basis. 

That resulted in coach Dean Wilkins being 
put in temporary charge, overseeing three 
successive losses without a goal being scored 
- against Swindon in the JPT, a truly desulto¬ 
ry third division home defeat to Rochdale and 
another setback at Swindon in League 1. 

Cortese wouldn’t be doing his job properly if 
he decided to end Adkins’ record-breaking 
reign at Saints without knowing in his 
heart of hearts who he would like to 
replace him. 

That might be Swindon’s Paolo 
Canio or ex-Chelsea boss Gianluca 
Vialli, who have both been linked with 
Saints - unsurprisingly, really, 
given Cortese’s Italian links. 

But don’t forget that all Cortese’s 
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appointments so far have been English. 

He has had the chance to appoint an Italian 
manager, or any other nationality come to 
that, on two occasions. 

On the first occasion he courted Exeter’s ex- 
Saint Paul Tisdale before deciding on 
Pardew, and then Bournemouth’s Eddie 
Howe was very much in contention before 
Adkins was appointed. 

Perhaps Cortese would go down a similar 
route again? 

‘Complete faith’ 

Perhaps he won’t. 

Perhaps he will go Italian, or perhaps he 
will stick with Nigel Adkins. 

If he goes down the latter route, assume that 
Saints have started winning games of foot¬ 
ball, to use one of the manager’s stock phras¬ 
es. 

Cortese is not the most patient man you will 
ever meet. It might surprise many who have 
come across him that Adkins is still in a job 
now, given Saints’ poor start. 

He is not a chairman in the Tony Fernandes 
mould when it comes to public speaking. 

The QPR chief has 
repeatedly given 
his vocal backing 
to under pres¬ 
sure ex-Saint 
Mark Hughes. 

“I have com¬ 
plete faith in 
Mark Hughes 
and we have a 
great squad, 
we just

need to hold out for that stability and I’m 
sure things are going to go right,” Fernandes 
said this week. 

“It’s been one of those frustrating seasons 
for us but I’m keeping the faith and keeping 
calm. It’s not a time to panic.” 

Fernandes feels it would be “suicidal” to 
change manager now. 

“We won’t be detracted by fans or media, 
we’re confident in our approach and chang¬ 
ing our manager now would be suicidal,” he 
explained 

“Mark’s a good guy, he’s got good records 
before him, he needs a bit of luck but cream 
always rises to the top. He has our backing." 

It would be nice if Nicola Cortese said simi¬ 
lar things about his manager, but there might 
be numerous reasons why he hasn’t. 

He might not want to issue any statements 
for fear of what he says being analysed in 
minute detail. 

If he came out and said he backed Adkins, 
and Saints then continued losing - with 
inevitably more pressure being heaped on 
the manager’s shoulders - what then? 

Tipping point 

If he sacked Adkins just days or weeks after 
publicly backing him, it wouldn’t reflect well 
on the chairman. 

To an extent, Fernandes has backed himself 
into a corner with such glowing praise of a 
manager who prior to this weekend hadn’t 
won a single Premier League game all sea¬ 
son. 

But if QPR keep on losing, would Fernandes 
keep on trotting out the same message? 

There doesn’t have to be a straw that breaks 
the camel’s back. 

Many clubs have been relegated with the 
same manager in charge all season - Owen 
Coyle and Steve Kean at Bolton and 
Blackburn respectively last season to name 
but two recent examples. 

It all boils down to how patient Nicola 
Cortese can remain so long as Saints are 
entrenched in the drop zone. 

The tipping point for the chairman could 
be coming soon - this weekend, next week 
at QPR, the following week which sees 
Pardew’s return to St Mary’s. 

All potential camel back-breakers. 

No doubt Cortese’s patience is being 
tested, as Saints can’t keep on losing 
while shipping almost three goals a 
game. 

How long before it breaks?

McDermott 
plays down talk 
of Reading 
spending spree 

READING boss Brian McDermott has rub¬ 
bished reports the club are due to bring in 
an influx of big-name players in the 
January transfer window. 

Anton Zingarevich, the club’s billionaire 
owner, was quoted on a Russian website 
earlier in the week saying he was target¬ 
ing up to ten players to improve the 
Royals squad, which is still searching for 
its first Barclays Premier League win of 
the season. 

But McDermott, who has been in charge 
at Reading since 2009, is determined to 
give his current crop a fair crack of the 
whip in the top flight. 

When asked if he was expecting a num¬ 
ber of marque arrivals when the transfer 
window opens McDermott was unequivo¬ 
cal in his response. 

“No, no chance. I don’t work like that,” 
he said. 

“We have brought a number of players in 
for the future and the present in the sum¬ 
mer and worked with the budget that we 
had. 

“That would be disrespectful to the play¬ 
ers we have here at this moment in time, 
these players are a great bunch of people.

“They are close, they are competing in 
each and every game there is no doubt 
about that.” 

Zingarevich specifically named Arsenal 
forward Andrey Arshavin as one of the 
players he would like to bring to the 
Madejski Stadium but McDermott refused 
to be drawn on any specifics. 

He said: “I never talk about players we 
haven’t got. We will identify areas we think 
can be strengthened so I’m sure when 
January comes we can talk about every 
new player we want to talk about. 

“The league we are in, you can’t go and 
have a coffee without it being in the papers. 

“I understand that, it is not a problem to 
me, it is not a big deal and won’t be a big 
deal to Arsenal - it happens to their play¬ 
ers all the time. 

“I talk about the group we have now. 
Every single person at the club, around 
the training ground, is going in the same 
direction - I think you can see that. 

“We knew it was not going to be easy 
but I have to say everyone is in a really 
good place.” 

Despite being constrained by the trans¬ 
fer windows McDermott revealed his play¬ 
er recruitment drive is active throughout 
the year. 

“Of course it is, we have a scouting sys¬ 
tem - we are looking, of course we are look¬ 
ing and we will always be looking,” he said.

If Clare Balding was our Olympic head 
girl, the ultra-professional, unflustered, 
well-briefed presenter who stood head 
and shoulders above anyone else at the 
BBC as the nation gorged itself on a 
combination of sport and patriotism, 
then Ian Thorpe quickly became her 
equally accomplished sidekick. 

Up until the point at which Clare and 
her guests hung precariously above the 
Olympic pool each night and created 
must-watch television, few of us knew 
much about the Sydney-born Thorpe, 
other than he must have been very, very 
good because he won five Olympic 
golds as well as three silver and one 
bronze. 

En route, he established an astonish¬ 
ing twenty two world records. 

Not as though the modest Thorpe 
boasted about any of this. 

During the Games, he became one of 
those rare souls - a likeable foreigner 
Britons immediately take to their collec¬ 
tive bosom and declare, “we like this 
guy; let’s have him back.” 

And here he is, with a startlingly hon¬ 
est autobiography. 

Many readers might expect a ‘stan¬ 
dard’ Aussie sporting character to 



emerge from This Is Me: committed, 
strong and possessing a fierce will to 
win, but this would cover only part of 
Thorpe’s extraordinary story. 

It’s incredible to learn that this jaunty, 
seemingly happy-go-lucky man has, in 
his own words, suffered ‘crippling 
depression’ and even contemplated sui¬ 
cide. 

During his worst bouts, Thorpe would 
turn to alcohol, because, he reveals, “it 
was the only way I could get to sleep.” 

It’s a staggering admission from a 
man who, at the age of 14, became the 
youngest male swimmer to represent 
Australia and went on to become the 
youngest ever individual male world 
champion. 

Thorpe had everything at his feet - a 
burgeoning career peppered with aston¬ 
ishing records: eleven world champi¬ 
onship titles and ten Commonwealth 
Games gold medals amongst his 
incredible haul. 

Yet the intense pressure almost suffo¬ 
cated him and, in 2006, he retired from 
competitive swimming and life as an 
elite athlete. 

Last year, Thorpe decided to make a 
hugely publicised comeback. 

After reading of his ups and downs 
away from swimming, you could only 
wish him well - and, of course, he can 
come back here any time he wants.

A miserable weekend for Devon foot¬ 
ball - Exeter went out at League 1 
strugglers Bury - was completed by 
Torquay crashing out 1-0 at home to 
Harrogate from the Blue Square 
North. 

Conference side Hereford United 
defeated Shrewsbury 3-1 at Edgar 
Street. There was no Ronnie Radford- 
type screamers and hundreds of parka- 
clad youngsters invading a muddy 
pitch - a la the club’s win against 
Newcastle 40 years ago - but it 
was still, if not a giant- 
killing, a shock nonetheless. 

And then we had possibly 
the most eyebrow-raising 
result of the lot. 

Macclesfield Town, from the

GUY Butters is looking to step 
up his education as a football 
manager after leading 
Winchester City to the 
Sydenhams Premier Division 
title last term.

“We went away in pre-season to 
Corfu and Hilly came out with us as 
Andy’s assistant. 

“I worked with Richard for a sea¬ 
son and he’s a fantastic manager 
and coach.” 

With Butters based in Hedge End 
and Hill living in Oxfordshire, the 
pair’s paths hadn’t crossed too often 
over the years. 

But Butters said: “I kept in touch 
with Richard on and off and him 
needing an assistant manager at 
Eastleigh coincided with me having 
just resigned at Winchester.” 

When he left the Denplan City 
Ground at the end of September, 
Butters’ intention was to devote 
more time to Brighton & Hove 
Albion, where he holds down a full¬ 
time community coach/mentor and 
scouting job.

But the Hillingdon-born former 
England under-21 international is 
also working towards his UEFA A 
coaching licence and believes that 
Hill, who learned his trade as a 
right-hand man to the likes of Brian 
Little at Aston Villa, makes the 
ideal mentor. 

“Richard is a great coach and 
manager to learn from - just look at 
his record,” said Butters. 

“He’s worked with John Gregory 
at Wycombe and QPR, Brian Little 
at Aston Villa and Andy 
Hessenthaler at Gillingham. 

“Working with him is another big 
part of the learning curve for me. 

“I know people thought something 
had happened with Eastleigh before 
I left Winchester, but it’s true that I 


had a lot of hours offered to me by 
Brighton. 

“I got a call from Richard a week 
later and the chance to work with a 
coach and manager like him was 
too good to turn down, particularly 
with Eastleigh being on my 
doorstep. 

“Richard has been around some 
of the big names in football and it’s 


the way he gets his point across 
and communicates with the play¬ 
ers. 

“When I’m sat alongside him on 
the bench some of the things he 
says really open my eyes and make 
me look at things in a different way. 

“I’ve always tended to look at 
things as a player, but he can see 
things from off the pitch that put a 
different perspective on it. 

“It’s not just concentrating on 
what goes on on the ball, it’s notic¬ 
ing everything around it. 

“Richard puts on coaching ses¬ 
sions that I’ve never seen before 
and there’s so much stuff I can 
learn from.” 

Butters, 42, is no stranger to the 
Conference South having had a 
spell with Eastleigh’s south coast 
rivals Havant & Waterlooville in 
2008/09 before joining Winchester, 
initially as a player. 

“I know Eastleigh through my 
links with Havant, although I only 
played about ten games down 
there,” he said. 

“Eastleigh have always been of 
interest to me and I’ve kept an eye 
on them over the years. I read the 
Daily Echo and I know a few people 
who have played here in the past. 

“It’s a fantastic set-up and things 
come back to you about your pro¬ 
fessional days. 

“Eastleigh is as near to the pro 
game at a non-League club as I have 
ever been.”

IT GOES without saying 
that Totton & Eling miss 
the experience and quali¬ 
ty of skipper Phil Ward 
when he is not playing.

WATTS TO SHINE 


GE GAMBLE are hoping new 
signing Nick Watts can fill the 
massive void left by injured 
winger Rory Williams. 

Williams, arguably the 
Planemakers’ stand-out performer 
this season, faces a long stretch on the 
sidelines after falling awkwardly and 
rupturing shoulder ligaments against 
New Milton Town last week.

Watts, 20, was on Portsmouth’s 
books as a youth player and joined 
Hamble’s Southern League neigh¬ 
bours Sholing, initially on loan, fol¬ 
lowing his release from Fratton Park 
three years ago. 

He played regularly for Dave 
Diaper’s team but left during the sum¬ 
mer to join newly-promoted 
Sydenhams League champions 
Winchester City. 

Lewis, son of former Sholing chair¬ 
man Trevor, said: “With the connec¬ 
tions I’ve got at Sholing, I’d been 
aware of Nick for some time. 

“Things didn’t work out for him at 
Winchester and we’ve capitalised on 
it. 

“He’s another young, local lad who 
fits in with what we’re trying to do 
and the fact that he has played in the 
Southern League is important. 

“If we want to win the Wessex 
League, we do need some experience 
from the league above. 

“We changed our shape to a 4-5-1 at 
Bournemouth with Nick playing wide 
left and it worked well. 

“The players did more than enough 
to win comfortably, but it wasn’t to 
be.” 


Despite hitting the woodwork three 
times, Hamble lost 1-0 to Kenny 
Vaughan’s Poppies and their cause 
wasn’t helped by having a strong 
penalty appeal turned down. 

“We controlled 70 per cent of the 
game and we should have had a 
penalty when Liam Crook got goal- 
side of their player and was bundled 
over from behind just as he was about 
to get a shot away. The player’s 
almost landed on top of him,” said 
Lewis. 


“The ref, who was otherwise out¬ 
standing, was well placed but didn’t 
give it.”

HALF-CENTURY OF 

Levick has 
made big 
impact in 
the game 



NICK Compton will make his Test 
debut high on confidence next week 
after his third successive half-century 
for England. 

As the tourists again found runs easy 
to come by but wickets significantly 
harder on the Sardar Patel B Ground’s 
ultra-flat surface, their new Test open- 
er-in-waiting added a second-innings 
54 not out to his 74 two days ago. 

England’s struggle to bowl out 
Haryana lasted until teatime on day 
three of four in this final warm-up 
match, thanks largely to Rahul Dewan 

- who carried his bat for a near eight- 
hour 143. 

But when they did complete the job, 
Haryana reaching 334, they still had a 
lead of 187 and therefore the notional 
option of enforcing the follow-on. 

After spending almost 115 overs in 
the field under a hot sun and cloudless 
skies, it was no surprise they chose to 
bat again instead - and not much more 
of one that captain Alastair Cook, after 
his first-innings 97, decided Jonathan 
Trott (61 no) could partner Compton in 
his place at the top of the order. 

The South Africa-born pair did not 
look in the least trouble either, on the 
way to twin 98-ball 50s in a stumps 
total of 118 for none, to deal with a 
seam attack which had posed so few 
problems first time round on this 
bowlers’ graveyard. 

Compton’s big stride in forward 
defence, and off-drive, is already a 
familiar sight after two weeks on tour - 

- and his initial nought and one against 
India A and Mumbai A are becoming 
happily distant memories. 

He helped to put England in position 
to bat on for perhaps half a session 
tomorrow, before Cook judges the 
time is right to again set about the 
tougher task of taking opposition 
wickets. 

If Compton’s batting has become 
increasingly assured, the same could 
not be said of his fielding and catching 
as he and others showed signs of 
weariness while Dewan continued 
remorselessly. 

The Haryana opener edged short and 
wide of the slips more than once but 
mostly presented a broad bat in a 315- 
ball stay. 

As England’s stamina underwent an 
extreme yet appropriate test, for the 
challenges to come in a four-Test 
series, Compton floored one straight¬ 
forward chance and Matt Prior, back 
on duty after yesterday’s stomach 
upset, was also short of his best 
behind the stumps. 

Among their bowlers, Tim Bresnan 
(three for 66) got more than most out 
of the surface but even he could not 
shift Dewan.

HE has been involved in grass¬ 
roots cricket for more than 50 
years, but Jeff Levick MBE has 
lost none of his enthusiasm. 

Jeff was Hampshire Cricket 
Board chairman for more than a 
decade before standing down last 
week. 

He also coached Hampshire age- 
group teams including the likes of 
Jimmy Adams, James Tomlinson, 
Chris Wood and Liam Dawson. 

But it is the work he has done 
establishing Hampshire’s Bluebird 
Care Disability Cricket programme 
for which he is best known. 

Formed in 1998, shortly after the 
establishment of the Hampshire 
Cricket Board, it has gone from 
strength to strength. 


How vouna 

AS a former Hampshire age-group coach, 
Jeff Levick worked with some of the court 
ty’s stars when they were schoolboys. 

Jimmy Adams, pictured, James 
Tomlinson, Liam Dawson and Chris 
Wood all came through under his 
tutelage at Under-14 and 
Under-15 level. 

So did Chris Wright, who has 
developed into an outstanding 
bowler at Warwickshire since 
being released by his home 
county as a teenager. 

“Jimmy was always the out¬ 
standing player coming through 
a cultured and prolific run scorer,” 
he recalls. 

“He scored a century in every age group 
and in his first match he scored 147 not 


Last year it won Best Sports 
Project at the National Lottery 
Awards - and Jeff has been 
involved as a volunteer from the 
beginning. He is one reason for 
Hampshire’s successful move from 
Northlands Road to the Ageas 
Bowl, having been given the role by 
Tony Middleton, when Hamp¬ 
shire’s academy director was the 
HCB’s cricket development officer. 



“It was a necessity because to get 
money from Sport England to move 
here from Northlands Road you 
had to put a tick in the disability 
box and I was the one chosen to try 
and lead it,” explains Jeff. 

“I was reluctant at first but once 
you get involved you get a lot back. 

“The best example I’ve got was a 
young man I met as a 13 year-old in 


a special school. He wasn’t a very 
pleasant young man but five years 
later he captained the England 
learning disabilities team in South 
Africa and ended up being present¬ 
ed to the Queen and Prince Philip 
at Buckingham Palace. 

“He still plays now. While I can’t 
say that cricket changed him I’m 
sure it was part of the change. 


“He’s now a very sociable young 
man.” 

Jeff has established special needs 
teams in several age-groups across 
four categories - learning difficul¬ 
ties, physical disability, deaf and 
visually impaired. 

“Once the visually impaired 
groups are up and running they 
tend to run themselves, the day-to-

the last five years - is hoping that 
inspires more to play cricket. 

“Richard Whitehead, who won the 
T42 200m at the Paralympics, 
played cricket here in a demonstra¬ 
tion game,” he reveals. 

“He was known as ‘Stumpy’ 
because he’s a double amputee 
above the knee and he played with¬ 
out his prosthetics on. 

“He was like lightning in the field 
so you can imagine what he’d be 
like with those big blades, having 
seen him move, once he got round 
the bend in the 200m... 

“There are so many of them at all 
different levels. 

“One of the national disabled 
bowlers has one leg and takes his 
prosthetic off to bowl. He hands his 
crutches to the umpire, takes a 15- 
yard run, hops up and bowls very 
tidy medium pace for England. 

“I could go on forever because 
everyone has a story to tell.” 

Jeff was awarded an MBE by the 
Queen at Windsor Castle at the 
turn of a year that has seen him and 
wife Joyce celebrate their golden 
wedding. They live in Winchester 
and have two daughters, one of 
whom plays for St Cross 
Symondians CC.

A former Kent Under-19 player, 
Jeff turned out for Littleton when 
his job as a sales manager in 
Eastleigh brought him to 
M Hampshire in the mid-seventies.

day involvement is mostly focused 
on the other three,” he said. 

“We’re very lucky, there are 
about 20 coaches who get involved. 
It started with two of us, myself and 
Les Randall, and it’s grown from 
there. 

“We now look after 1,000 players a 
year, all with their own tales and 
ranging in age from ten to 70. It 


gives us a lot of satisfaction. 

“One man in a power wheelchair 
is now a qualified coach, coaching 
able-bodied children. 

“Our hardball disabled team won 
the national county championship 
this year and they’re all great char¬ 
acters. 

“I drop clangers with them all the 
time. 


“One of them, Jamie Legg, is a 
dwarf. 

“When he told me his last produc¬ 
tion was a pantomime, I asked 
which one! You get a lot back.” 

The Paralympics highlighted the 
potential of all disabled athletes 
and Jeff - who has also been chair¬ 
man of Disability Cricket 
Development in the South-West for 


“We coach a lot of youngsters but 
at the moment the county teams 
are the exit route so there’s a very 
narrow funnel,” he says. 

“Accessing young adults who 
maybe don’t know much about 
cricket is going to be hard work but 
that’s the next five-year plan. 

“We have schools leagues but we 
want to set up adult leagues. It’s not 
going to happen tomorrow. 

“When I talk to day centre man¬ 
agers they reply ‘cricket? I’m not 
sure our clients are going to get 
much out of cricket.’ 

“We have to make sure they can 
see they can get something out of it. 

“The ethos of the Hampshire 
Cricket Board is ‘providing a crick¬ 
eting future for all’ and I think that 
encapsulates what we’re trying to 
do.”

Wolfe is 
the chief 

NEW Milton CC president John 
Wolfe has replaced Jeff Levick 
as Hampshire Cricket Board 
chairman. 

A former vice president of 
Hampshire’s Members’ 
Committee, chairman and life 
vice-president of the Southern 
Electric Premier League, Wolfe, 
below, officially replaced Levick 
last week. 

“The Hampshire Cricket Board 
is the ultimate governing body 
for the recreational game and 
our principle activities are in cre¬ 
ating a framework for the devel¬ 
opment of the game to ensure 
people can access it through 
schools, participation with local 
authorities and other stakehold¬ 
ers,” said Wolfe, a former New 
Milton batsman who works 
closely with HCB cricket devel¬ 
opment officer Ben Thompson. 

Thompson said: “Our responsi¬ 
bility is to the whole of the recre¬ 
ational game but the key focus 
for us is supporting our local 
clubs. 

“They are crucial to the health 
of the recreational game so 
we’re looking to find out what 



support they need from the 
Hampshire Cricket Board and 
that feedback will feature heavily 
in our plans moving forward.” 

The HCB exists for the benefit 
of all clubs in the county, at 
adult and junior levels. 

“Given the economic climate, 
the primary issue is generating 
income and facility develop¬ 
ment,” continued Thompson. 

“A lot of clubs have ageing 
facilities that need a level of 
investment but there aren’t pots 
of money as easily accessible as 
in the past. 

“So our role is to come up with 
some innovative solutions to 
help generate income to tackle 
problems they face.” 

Levick has seen the HCB 
evolve over the last 15 years. 

“The board was formed in 1997 
and Tony Middleton was the first 
cricket development officer 
when the emphasis was pushed 
towards the development of 
young players. 

“It was the same under Mark 
Garaway, but it changed from 
just being about the develop¬ 
ment of players to being a busi¬ 
ness about inspiring and influ¬ 
encing recreational cricket gen¬ 
erally. 

“There are probably over 
25,000 people playing cricket in 
Hampshire and originally Tony 
and Mark were one-man bands. 

“But with a little help on the 
admin side we managed to grow 
the staff and the funding and 
we’ve got some tremendous vol¬ 
unteers.”

TRAINER David Pipe can make a success¬ 
ful raid on Market Rasen by securing a 
double in Sunday’s card, courtesy of My 
Brother Sylvest and Basil Fawlty. 

The former is firstly taken to do the busi¬ 
ness in the Victor Lucas Memorial Novices’ 
Handicap Chase. 

Pipe’s six-year-old has his own way of 
doing things, but was pretty useful over 
hurdles - to which a hat-trick of wins last 
October would testify. 

He also shaped encouraging on his chas¬ 
ing bow at Kempton last month when cus¬ 
tomary front-running tactics resulted in a 
third-placed finish behind the useful Sire 
De Grugy.

That might explain Pipe’s decision to 
step him up in trip by three-quarters of a 
mile. 

This does not look anywhere near as 
exacting as that race at Kempton, while 
the likelihood of good ground in 
Lincolnshire is also crucial to his chances. 

As might his trailblazing tendencies, as 
front-runners invariably do very well in 
races like this at Market Rasen. 

Suitably inspired, Pipe can win the con¬ 
cluding Royal British Legion “Hands And 
Heels” Handicap Hurdle with Basil Fawlty. 

The Malcolm Denmark-owned seven- 
year-old did not show a great deal for for¬ 
mer trainer Warren Greatrex in four starts 
over hurdles and in bumpers, but was a big 
eyecatcher on his debut for Pipe at Exeter 
last month. 

Tom Scudamore’s mount made solid, if 
unspectacular, progress to take fourth 
spot behind the unbeaten Mr Mole, but 
should be a lot fitter here as that was his 
first start since last November. 

Basil Fawlty looks exceedingly unex¬ 
posed over hurdles and could be consider¬ 
ably well in at the weights off an inaugural 
mark of 106. 

Lady Karinga has had a rather nomadic 
career, but looks to be coming to hand for 
her engagement at Ffos Las. 

The seven-year-old mare had already 
changed hands four times before being 
sent to Pembrokeshire handler Lucy Jones, 
for whom she made a pretty decent debut 
at Hereford at the beginning of the month. 

Although she was always playing second 
fiddle to Misstree Dancer, Lady Karinga 
jumped pretty well in a mares' handicap 
chase over an extended two miles and five 
furlongs to finish a clear second. 

Jones’ new recruit is not the quickest, 
but she stays well, when in the right frame 
of mind, and should enjoy this return to 
three miles for the Oyster Pools And 
Jacuzzi Raglan Handicap Chase. 

Little wonder Nigel Hawke is giving Anay 
Turge another chance to shine in the AWB 
Of PD Handicap Chase - just four days 
after his battling success at Chepstow. 

The seven-year-old has rarely run a bad 
one over fences, and is clearly somewhere 
near the top of his game judged by a game 
two-length defeat of Sew On Target on 
Wednesday. 

Hawke’s representative made a winning 
move under Mark Guinlan some way from 
home at Chepstow and was always in con¬ 
trol. 

The likelihood of soft ground gives him a 
sound chance of readily defying a 71b 
penalty before he is reassessed.

India v England Test series preview... 





SOUTH coast star Matt Prior 
believes England must go 
back to basics if they are to 
end their long wait for suc¬ 
cess in India. 

England have traditionally 
struggled in sub-continental con¬ 
ditions and have not won a series 
in India since ex-Hampshire star 
David Gower led them to a 2-1 vic¬ 
tory way back in 1985. 

Over the last 27 years England 
have won just once in 13 Tests in 
India when a team featuring 
Sussex spinner Monty Panesar 
triumphed by 212 runs in 
Mumbai in 2005. 

In all, India have only lost three 
out of 38 home series since 
Gower’s history-makers in the 
mid-1980s. 

Since losing the last of 
those three series - 2-1 to 
Australia in 2004/05 - 
India have lost only four 
out of 32 home Tests, 
winning 16 of them. 

Panesar’s county col¬ 
league Prior is well 
aware of the challenges 
facing him and his team¬ 
mates over the next six 
weeks as they attempt to 
put right that disappoint¬ 
ing record. 

The current England 
team have made a habit of mak¬ 
ing history, however, with Prior 
part of the side which won an 
Ashes series in Australia for the 
first time in 24 years back in 2011. 

The Sussex wicketkeeper has 
also been an integral factor in 
England’s rise to No.l in the Test 
rankings - an achievement they 
completed by thrashing India 4-0 
at home in 2011. 

Prior believes that shows that 
rather than being fazed by the 
toughest of assignments, the cur¬ 
rent England team are more like¬ 
ly to rise to the challenge. 

Prior said: “It is going to be a 
monumental effort but the thing I 
love about this team is that, 
whenever there are targets or 
records like that to be broken, we 
have usually stepped up to the 
task. 

“Winning on the sub-continent 
is almost the final frontier. It is 
something we haven’t done and 
want to do it. 


“It is maybe bigger than win¬ 
ning in Australia. 

“You don’t have the thrill of the 
Ashes from a spectators' perspec¬ 
tive but from a player’s point of 
view this series is massive.” 

Prior has played in nine of his 58 
Tests against India - including 
the whitewash at home in 2011 - 
but only two of those have been 
on the sub-continent. 

The 30-year-old is regarded as 
one of the best players of spin in 
the England side but even his sta¬ 
tistics on the sub-continent high¬ 
light the problems facing 
England. 

He has six Test centuries to his 
name but has not reached three 
figures in 14 innings away to 
India, Sri Lanka and Bangladesh 
- he hasn’t played in Pakistan. 
It is also noticeable - and 
understandable - that 
his average on the sub¬ 
continent is signifi¬ 
cantly lower than his 
overall one of 42.61. 

He averages 39.27 in 
India, 32.00 in Sri 
Lanka and 34.50 in 
Bangladesh. 

Prior accepts that 
England will have

unique demands of 

playing - both bat¬ 
ting and bowling - in conditions 
that do not tend to suit the 
tourists but believes they have 
the ability to do just that. 

“It is going to be really tough 
there for a number of reasons,” 
he added. “Going to India and 
winning is really tough as they 
play really well in their own con¬ 
ditions and we are going to have 
to step up and play very skilful 
cricket. 

“Playing in the sub-continent is 
about the basics of the game. 

“It is about scoring big first 
innings runs and working hard to 
take 20 wickets on what are usu¬ 
ally pretty docile wickets. 

“I certainly think this team 
have got the skills to do that. We 
have got a lot of players who have 
played in the sub-continental 
cricket who will have learned 
from their successes and fail¬ 
ures.”
